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Should Midshipmen Serve a Year's Enlistment? 

IT IS tho belief of many, officials of the navy department that every mid- 
shipman should serve an enlistment of one year. In fact, It was tho 
purpose, if Ihe war had not Intervened, of navy department officials to recom- 
mend that no midshipman appointed 
to the naval academy should receive 
-his commission under five yenrs, and 
that, after passing the entrance ex- 
nmlnatlon, every appointee, should go 
to sen as a regularly enlisted man and 
servo one year In tho ranks before en- 
tering Annapolis. 

It has been suggested- as n better 
plan to afford future officers experi- 
ence as seamen, thnt the course nt 
Annapolis should be divided. 

The ilrst two years' Instruct Ion 
•would he given ashore at the academy, the third being spent at sea, doing 
the duties and having the same discipline as all other enlisted men, nnd mid- 
shipmen then to return to the navnl academy for two years prior to grad- 
uation. 

There may ho some. discussion as to which suggestion is best, but many 
officials of the department are fully convinced that no mnn should' be com- 
missioned an officer in the American navy uatll he has spent at least one year 
"before the mast," not as an officer, but ns an enlisted man. 

ThW experience, It Is believed, would Insure practical 1 knowledge which 
would give the officer the viewpoint of the enlisted seaman which ho could 
obtain In no other way. 

The American Ideal Is that men should obtain high station by beginning 
nt the lowest rung In the bidder. They should obtain place and position by 
first mastering the primary, duties. 

f This is the Idea that the navy officials have in mind, and It seems 
'.probabte that after the present war some such method will be adopted for 
the future.

STEADIER HOG MARKETS PLANNE 



Hog Producers and Packers Confer With Repre-l 
sentatives of the Food Administration and 
/Agricultural Department and Adopt 
New; Plan of Regulation. \ 




In nccortlnnce with the policy of the Food 'Administration since its found, 
tlon to consult representative men in the agricultural lnUustryTbh occasion, 
of Importance to special branches of the Industry, on October 24 there w„* 
convened in Washington a meeting of the Live Stock Subcommittee of Z 
Agricultural Advisory. Board and the special members representing the swin 
Industry to. consider the situation in the hog market. 

The conference lasted for three days, and during this time met with th. 
executive committee of the fifty pncklng firms participating In foreign order! 
for pork products nnd with the members of the Food Administration directing 
foreign pork purchases. un 8 
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foreign pork purchases. 

The conclusions of the conference were as follows: 
The entire marketing situation has 
so changed since the September Joint 
conference as to necessitate an entire 
alteration In the planB of price stabi- 
lization. The current peace talk has 
nlarmed the holders of corn, and there 
has been a price decline of from 25 
cents to 40 cents per bushel. The fact 
that the accumulations of low -priced 
corn in the Argentine and South Afri T 
ca would, upon the advent of peace 
and liberated shipping, become availa- 
ble to the European market has cre- 
ated a great deal of apprehension on 
the part of corn holders. This decline 
has spread fear among swine growers 
that a similar reduction iu the price* 
of hogs would naturally follow. More- 
over, the lower range of corn prices 
would, if Incorporated In a 13-to-l ra- 
tio, obviously result In a continuously 
falling price for live hogs. In view 
of these changed conditions many 
swine producers anticipated lower 
prices and as a result rushed their 
hogs to market in large numbers, and 
this overshlpment has added to and

The Information of the Department 
of Agriculture indicates that the sup- 
ply of hogs has Increased about 8 per 
cent, while the highest unofficial esti- 
mate does not exceed 15 per cent In- 
creased production over Inst year. On 
the other hand, the arrival of hogs 
during the last three . weeks In the 
seven great markets has been 27 per 
cent more thnn last year, during the 
corresponding period, demonstrating 
the unusually heavy marketing of the 
available supply. In the face of the 
excessive receipts some packers have 
not maintained the price agreed last 
month. On the other hand, many 
of the packers have puld over the 
prlpe offered to' them lo an endeavor 
to maintain the agreed price. The re- 
sult In any event has been a failure 
to maintain tho October price basis 
determined upon at the September con- 
ference and undertaken by the pack- 
ers. Another factor contributing to 
the break In prices during the month 
has been the Influenza epidemic; it 
hns sharply curtailed consumption of 
pork products nnd temporarily de- 
creased the labor staff of the packers 
about 25 per cent 

The exports of 130,000,000 pounds 
of pork products for October com- 
pared with about 52,000,000 pounds 
In October a year ago, and the 
export orders -plnceable by the Food 
Administration for'Novomber, amount 
to 170,000,000 pounds as contrast- 
ed with the lesser exports of 
08,000,000 for November, 1017. The 
Increased demands of the allies are 
continuing, and are in themselves 
proof of the necessity for the large 
production for which the Food Admin- 
istration asked. The Increase In ex- 
port demands appears to be amply 
sufficient to take up the Increase In 
hug productljn, but unfavorable mar- 
ket conditions existing In October af- 
ford no fair Index of the aggregate 
b apply und demand. 

It must be evident that the enor- 
mous short nge In fats In the Centra I 
Empires and neutral countries would 
linnuMllutely unon pence result In ad- 
ditional demands for pork products 
which, on top of the heavy shipments 
to the Allies, would tend materially 
to Increase the American exports. In- 
asmuch as no considerable reservoir of 
supplies exists outside of the United 
Slates. It seems probable that the 
present prospective supplies would be 
Inadequate to meet this world demand 
with the return to peace. So far as It 
Is possible to Interpret this fact It ap- 
pears, that .there should .be even a 
stronger demand for pork products 
"after the war, and therefore any alarm 
of hog producers as to the effect of 
• pence Is unwarranted by the. outlook. 
In the light of these circumstances 
It Is the conclusion of the conference 
that attempts to hold, the price of hogs 
to the price of corn may work out to 
the disadvantage of pork producers. 
It Is the conclusion that any Interpre- 
tation of the formula should be a 
broad gauged policy applied over n 
long period. It Is the opinion of the 
conference Hint In substitution of the 
previous plnns of stabilization; the 
Live Stock Subcommittee of the Agri- 
cultural Advisory Board, together with 
the specially Invited swine representa- 
tives, should accept the Invitation of 
the Food Administration lo Join with 
the Administration and. the. packers In 
determining the prices nt which con- 
trolled export orders are to be placed. 
This will be regularly done. Tim In- 
fluence of these orders will be directed 
to the 'maintenance of the common ol>- 
J»»d— nnmely. the Btu'blllzntlon of the 
price of live hog's so as to secure as far 
u»i it Is possible fair returns to the 



la view of tho undertakings on (he* 
Part of the Food Administration with 
regard to the coordinated purchases 
of pork products, covered in the at- 
tached, It Is agreed that the pnekeri 
participating in these orders will un- 
dertake. not to purchase hogs for less 
than the following agreed mlnlmums 
for the month of November, that Is a 
dally minimum of $17.50 per hundred 
pounds on average of packers' droves, 
excluding throw-outs. "Throw-out? 
to be defined as pigs under 130 
Pounds, stags, boars, thin sows and 
skips. Further that no hogs of any 
kind shall be bought, except throw- 
outs, at less than $16.50 per hundred 
pounds. The average of packers- 
droves to be construed as the average 
of the total sales In the market of all 
j hogs for a given day. All the above 
to be based on Chicago. 

We agree that a committee shall be 
appointed by the Food Administrate 
to check the dally operations In the 
various markets with a view to super- 
vision nnd demonstration of the card- 
ing out of the nbore. f 

The ability of the packers jfo can 
out this arrangement -will dftpend on» 
there being a normal ma/getlng of 
hogs based upon the proportionate In- 
crense over the recefpts of last year, 
lhe Increase in production appears to 
be a maximum of about 15 per cent 
and we cnn handle such an Increase. 

If he producers of hogs should, as 
they have in the past few weeks, pre- 
maturely market hogs In such Increas- 
ing numbers over the above it Is en- 
tirely beyond the ability of the pack- 
era to maintain these mlnlmums, and 
herefore we must have the co-opera- 
tion of the producer himself to main- 
tain these results. It Is n physical 
Impossibility for the capacity of- the 
packing houses to handle a similar 
over-flood of bogs and to find a market 
for the output The packers are anx- 
ous to co-operate with the producers 
in- maintaining a stablllratlon of price 
and to see that producers receive a 
fair price for their products.

General March Saya Pershing Is Au- 
thorized to Send Back All Troops 
Not Needed for Army of 
Occupation. 
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London, Nov. 23.— The German fleet 
surrendered to the British" consisted 
of. nine battleships; live buttle cruisers, 
seven light cruisers ami 50 destroyers. 
One German destroyer while on Its 
way across the North sea with the oth- 
er ships of the German high seas fleet 
• to surrender to the allies struck a 
mine. The warship was bndly dura*, 
aged and sunk. 

Germany's high seas fleel, after Its 
surrender to the allied navies, was 
brought to the Firth of Forth; The 
British grand fleet and live American 
buttleshlps and throe French warships, 
In two long columns, escorted the 71 
German vessels to their anchorage. 

The- surrendered German fleet later 
was. taken to tho.Seapa flow. 

The announcement of the surrender 
of the German fleet was made olllelally 
by the admiralty In this statement: 

"The commander in chief of the 
grand fleet has reported that at". 0:30 
o'clock this morning he met the first 
and main Installment of the German 
high seas fleet, which Is surrendering 
for Internment." 

The fleet which witnessed the sur- 
render consisted of some 400 ships, In- 
cluding 00 dreadnoughts, HO light cruis- 
ers and nearly 200 destroyers. Ad- 
miral Sir David Beatty, connnaruler of 
the grand fleet, was on the Queen Kliz- 
abeth. 

The mimes of the battleships, battle 
cruisers and light cruisers which have 
been surrendered to the allies have not 
been announced ofllclnlly. However, a 
/telegram received in Amsterdam from 
Berlin Sunday named these as among 
the surrendered fleet: 

Battleships— Kaiser, 24,11. '» tons;

V24;113'tons; Krouprinz Wllhelm, 25,000 
tons; Prinzregent Lultpold, 24.1 l.'J 
tons; Markgraf.

Battle cruisers— rilndenburg, about 
27,000 tons; Derfllnger, 28,000 tons; 
Soydlltz, 25,000 tons; Moltko 23,000 
tons, and Von der Turin. 18.S00 tons. 

Light cruisers— Bremen, 4,000 tons; 
Brummer, 4,000 tons; Frankfurt, 5,400 
tons; Koeln, tonnage uncertain; Dres- 
den, tonnage uncertain, and Fmden. 
5.400 tons. 

Another flotilla of 19 U-boats was 
surrendered to a British squadron. A 
twentieth broke down on the way. 

London, Nov. 22.— Twenty German 
submarines are berthed In the hurbor 
of Ilnrwlch. They were the first unit 
to surrender in compliance with the 
armistice treaty. They surrendered 
on the high seas and were escorted 
into port by British naval vessels. 
The remainder of' the U-boats to be 
handed over In accordance with the 
armistice terms will be given up later. 



NEARLY BIL LION TO THE GOOD 

Nation Subscribed $6,969,875,200 to 

the Fourth Liberty Loan— Alien 

Property Figured. 

Washington, Nov. 21.— The fourth 
Liberty loan was oversubscribed near- 
ly SI, 000.000.000. The approximate final 
figures announced by the treasurv. de- 
partment are $0,080,875,200. which* rep- 
resents nn oversubscription of 10.48 
per cent. An Intere.<tilng fact revealed 
Is that purchases of Liberty bonds of 
the fourth loan direct from the treas- 
tury department amounted to $33,320,- 
850. A good part of this sum repre- 
sents re-Investment by the alien prop- 
erty custodian of funds belonging to 
enemy aliens. 



Liverpool, Nov. 25.— Several ■ thou- 
sand American soldiers "stilled for 
home Friday on the liners Lupin ml 
and Minnehaha. It was a stirring 
scene as the men marched from the 
railway station and local camps to 
the landing stage amid the rousing 
cheers from the throngs of people 
Hiring the streets. 

Washington. Nov. 25.— General 
March announced that authority bad 
been given to General Pershing to send 
back home all such troops as will not 
be needed In making up the ifnny of 
occupation. Me said that General Per- 
shing luul Indicated that the following i 
units would be required: 
_ Divisions S4. SO, 87, 31, 34. 3S, 30, ! 
70. S; const artillery regiments 40. 47, I 
40. 50. 75 ami 7£; field artillery brig- 
ades (55 and 103. 

In addition General Pershing indi- 
cated that the following genera! 
classes of troops will be returned: 

Hallroad artillery troops, army ur- 
tlllery troops, gas troops, tunic corps, 
nlr forces and those divisions which 
were broken up to be used as replace- 
ments for other divisions which had 
^wn active service"; 

Troops returning Immediately from 
England; General March said, will In- 
clude -.virtually nil of the air squad- 
rons, id construction companies, one 
sall-makers detachment, one IJundley- 
Puge training station and several pho- 
tographic and radio sections. 

The composition of divisions desig- 
nated for return as far as known. Is 
as follows : 

Thirty-first (Georgia, Alabama and 
Florida) ; Thirty-fourth (Nebraska. 
Iowa, South Dakota and Minnesota): 
Thirty-eighth (Indiana, Kentucky and 
West Virginia);; Seventy-sixth (New 
England) : Seventy-eighth (West New 
York. New Jersey and Delaware). 

General March unnounced flint 
among the divisions that will be re- 
turned from France ns not heeded for 
the army of occupation will be the 
Eighty-sixth (Blackhnwk) division. 

(The Eighty-sixth was trained at 
Camp Grant and Includes many Chi- 
cago and northern Illinois troops.) 

Total casualties In the American 
expeditionary forces up to the sign- 
ing of the armistice were divided as 
follows ; 

Killed and died of wounds; 30,15-1; 
died of "disease. 13,811; died from 
other causes. 2.201; wounded. 170.025; 
prisoners. 2,103; .missing, 1.100. 

The American forces in France. Gen- 
eral March said, had taken 44,000 Ger- 
man prisoners In round numbers and 
MOO guns. He added that the cas- 
ualties among the American forces In 
Northern Russia were not severe, con- 
trary to reports and that encourag- 
ing accounts of the situation of the 
forces there had been received. 

Movement of troops from France 
will he expedited in every wav. the 
chief of staff said, and he added thnt 
they will not "sneak Into the country 
either." Taking up the present nil' 
vnnce of the allies' forces, General 
March pointed out that the American 
army Is heading for Cobloriz, the cen- 
ter bridgehead on the Bhlne. where 
It should arrive about December 1. 

Demobilization of the forces at homo 
Is proceeding steadily.

We heed u government of soldiers and 
workmen, one typifying the proletari- 
at, which will not have to bow down 
before the entente.

casion, and nlthoughthe mnjorlty of 
the population undoubtedly has a per- 
fect acquaintance with no other tongue 
than the German, little of that Ian- 
guage was heard In the streets.

"Third— Pending tlie election of 
representatives of the soldiers and 
workmen's councils to tin executive 
council of the German republic, the 
executive council in Berlin Is to exer- 
cise its functions. 

"Fourth— The uppointment mid ills- 
mlssal of idl members of the various 
legislative bodies of tlie republic and 
until the final constitution Is estab- 
I shed, of Prussia, are to be made by 
the central executive council, which 
also has the right of.controb 

"Fifth— Before the cabinet appoints 
assistant ministers the executive 
council .must be consulted. 

"Sixth— A convention of deputies 
druwti. from the soldiers and work- 
men s .councils is to lie summoned as 
soon as possible."

"I do not wish to convey the impres- 
sion that there Is any actual .impair- 
ment of -iny health, becauso such Is not 
the fact..

But more 
than this, I must, for the sake of my 
family, get back to private life to re-

bilities. 

"I am anxious to have my retire- 
ment effected with the least possible, 
inconvenience to yourself and to the 
public service, but It would be, 1 think, 
wise to accept my resignation now as 
secretary of the treasury to become 
effective upon the appointment and 
qualification of my successor so thut 
he may have the opportunity und ad- 
vantage of participating promptly In 
the formulation of the policies that 
should 1 govern the future work of the 
treasury.

"I was not unprepared for your let- 
aer of the 14th, because you had more 
than once, of course, discussed' with 
me the circumstances which , have long 
made it a serious personal sacrifice for 
you- to remain In ofllce.* I knew that 
only your high and exacting sense of 
duty had kept you hero until the Im- 
mediate tasks of the war should be 
over.

Says He Tells All Reasons. 
Mr. MeAdoo explained to the corre- 
spondents that he had "absolutely no 
other reasons" than those specified In 
his letter of the retirement. He said 
he. realized many varied minors usu- 
ally accompanied the resignation of 
an olllclnl, but he e:apliaslze(l again 
and again that lie had no 'motive or 
purpose except those mentioned. 

He s>ld he hated to "quit the job", 
just at this time nnd disliked person- 
ally to disassociate himself officially 
from the president, but hddcdjthiit ne- 
cessities of providing a living for his 
wife nnd 'finally make this imperative. 
A moment Inter one correspondent 
suggested: "Well, It Is too bad, Mr. 
Secretary, that as a railroad man you 
could not have shared in the wage In- 
creuse which you gave to everyone 
else." 

Hasn't Looked Around for Job. 
Then, for the first time, Mr. Me- 
Adoo brightened nnd explained his re- 
luctnnce to tuke the action. He said 
he had not yet "looked around for a 
Job, as most prudent men do before 
quitting," but declared he felt like tak- 
ing at least a three-months' rest be- 
fore "looking for work." He said he 
hoped to leave Washington soon after 
January 1. 

Mr. MeAdoo said he had no Idon 
who would be his "successor or suc- 
cessors." 

It Is entirely probable that the pres- 
ident may fill separately the offices of 
secretary of the treasury and director 
general of railroads. 

William Clubs MeAdoo was born 
near Marietta, Ga., October -31, 180,1, 
just as the Civil war was drawing 
to a close. Ills father fought as a 
lieutenant or* volunteers In the Con- 
federacy. After the Civil war the 
MeAdoo -family found themselves 
financially stranded at Mllledgcvlllc, 
Gii.'i and finally moved to Knoxville, 
Tenn., where the father took a posi- 
tion ns professor of English and' his- 
tory la the University of Tennessee, 
thnt he might give his children an 
education. 

Young MeAdoo became a student 
at the university, but left In his 
Junior year to become deputy clerk 
In the United States circuit court, 
so that he could study law. He was 
admitted to the bar when he was 
twenty-one, and soon became counsel 
for n railway company. 

Qoea to New York 'In 1892.. 
He practiced at Chattanooga, Tenn„ 
until 1802, and then removed to New 
York. 

The young lawyer found his great 
opportunity In nn abandoned tunnel 
thnt had been roo a few hundred feet 
under the Hudson river In nn effort 
to connect Manhattan Island with 
New Jersey. ■ j^ 

He took hold of It, raised $70,000,- 
000 to complete It, nnd by 1008 had 
built four "tubes" .connecting uptown 
nnd downtown New York with- the 
railways whose termini were In New 
Jersey, nnd whose only nccess tbUNew 
York previously nnd been by ferry. 
These tubes are still called the "Me- 
Adoo tunnels."

— A tremendous victory 
for prohibition of the liquor traffic was 
accomplished Nov. 21 when President 
Wilson signed the food production 
stimulation hill containing the nation- 
wide prohibition rider. 

The" United States will he bone dry 
after June HO next until the termina- 
tion of demobilization of America's 
fighting forces Is proclaimed by the 
president of the United States. 

What New Law Does. 

The effect of the new law Is us fol- 
lows : 

After Muy 1, 1010, until' the conclu- 
sion of the present war and thereafter 
until the termination of demobilization 
the dnte of which shall be determined 
and proclaimed by the president of the 
United States, no grain; cereals, fruits, 
or other product shall be used In the 
manufacture or production of beer, 
wine, or other Intoxicating malt or 
vlaous liquor for beverage purposes. 

After Juno 30. 1010, until the con- 
clusion of the present war nnd there- 
after until the termination of demobil- 
ization, the date of which shall be de- 
termined and proclaimed by the presi- 
dent of the United States, no beer, 
wine, or other intoxicating malt or 
Ylndus liquor shall be sold for bever- 
age purposes except for export. 

Stops Importation of Liquors. 
The provision further directs: 
The commissioner of Internal, rev- 
enue Is hereby authorized and directed 
to prescribe rules nnd regulations, 
subject to the approval of the secre- 
tary of the treasury, In regard to the 
manufacture and sale of distilled spir- 
its and removal of distilled spirits 
held In bond ns of Juno 30, 1010, un- 
til this act shall cease N to operate, for 
other than beverage purpose; also In 
regard to the manufacture, sale, and 
distribution of wine for 'sacramental, 
medicinal or other than beverngfe 
uses. 

After the approval of this act no 
distilled, malt, vinous, or other Intoxi- 
cating liquors shall be Imported Into 
the United States during the continu- 
ance of the present war nnd period of 
demobilization except wines, which 
may be Imported until May 1. 1010. 
provided that this provision against 
Importation shall not apply to ship- 
ments en route to the United States 
nt the time 'of the passage of this act. 
Liquor Men May Fight. 
The president's approval of the 
measure camp ns something of a s sur- 
prise to mnny members of congress, 
who believed timt he wns not In sym- 
pathy with Its purpose, In view of the 
ponding prohibition constitutional 
amendment which Is In the .hnnds of 
the states for approval, and especially 
In view of the fact thnt the manufac- 
ture' nnd Importation of distilled liq- 
uors are already under the ban for 
the period of the war, nnd the mnnu- 
•fncture of malt liquors must be stop- 
ped December 1 next under a procla- 
mation. 

Some authorities hold thnt the 
Jones amendment Is unconstitutional, 
and It may be that the liquor" Interests 
will carry It to the supreme court, but 
by the time the supreme court do-, 
cldes the case prohibition lenders be- 
lieve the nntlnn-wldc absolute prohibi- 
tion bill will have been passed, 
i; Dry Leaders Jubilant. 
ColumbuB, O. — Attempt to form n 
league of nations for world-wide pro- 
hibition. It wns stated by dry lead- 
ers participating In the world-wide 
prohibition conference here, would 
be useless at this time In view of the 
small, representation of foreign coun- 
tries occasioned by the world wnr. 

Later the Antl-Snloon League of 
America will extend an invitation to 
dry organizations of other countries 
to participate In a meeting when the 
world-wide .organization will be 
formed. ■ 

Gov. Charles S. Whltmnn of New 
York, addressing the conference, said : 
"Although I never have been dis- 
posed to deny the largest liberty of 
personal action nnd thought to others 
nnd have always claimed It for my- 
self, and while I have never believed 
that drinking of wine or of beer or of 
any stimulant, temperately and In mod- 
eration, Is necessarily or Inherently 
wron'gf yet I do believe that It Is 
wrong for the Amerlacn nntlon longer 
to permit the licensing and the contln : 
unnce of an Industry whose completed 
product Is found In the almshouses, the 
asylums and the prisons.

Ike Kaminsky, One-Time Chi- 
cago Crook, Is Missing 
in Battle. 



IS MADE A SERGEANT 



Claims He Was Forced Into Life of 

Crime by Police— Illinois Paroled 

Convicts Given Work In 

Munitions Plants. , 



Chicago.— While 000 paroled con- 
victs from three prisons In Illinois 
were murchlng as free men.^tb enter 
munitions works nnd help In the win- 
ning of the war, the people of Chi- 
cago warmed with sympathy as they 
read of the heroism of Ike Kaminsky, 
erstwhile all-round crook, who made 
good as a soldier In Uncle Sam's army 
Iq France. 

Sergt. Ike Kaminsky, whose name 
appeared io General Pershing's cas- 
ualty list as "missing," nnd who Is 
either dead or a prisoner In Germany, 
Is the same Ike Kaminsky who, In 
101f», was Implicated In the Chicago 
police graft scandal. Kaminsky was 
a burglar. He himself admitted that 
he had "a record as long as Milwau- 
kee avenue. 

Kaminsky came to this country 11 
years ago, an Ignorant Russian Immi- 
grant boy. Kaminsky swore that he 
never committed a crime till the police 
drove him to It. He was picked up by 
a policeman ns a suspect and, although 
freed on that occasion, the police 
hounded him, and he eventually turned 
to crime. 

Decided to Go Straight. 
After extricating himself from his 
last "scrape" In 1015, Knmlnsky -de- 
cided to "go straight" nnd went to 
Youngstowa, 0„ where he obtained 
work In the steel mills. Then when 
America entered the wnr Kaminsky 
enlisted. To a friend In Chicago he 
wrote : 4 

"I want to show them that I caa be 
a man. I have enlisted." 

Once In France, Kaminsky showed 
himself to be of good, soldiering ma- 
terial and he won his sergeant stripes 
In a few weeks. On July 10, his com- 
pany went over the top, and when 
the nctlon was over Sergeant Kamin- 
sky was missing. Whether he fell 
Into the hands of the enemy, or wheth- 
er his body lies In No Man's Lnnd 
muy never be determined.
